COUNSELLOR’S CORNER: Learning Disabilities 

There has been considerable attention paid to the term "Learning Disability" in the past 
few years as educators become increasingly aware of the individual needs of students. 
The term was coined in the I960's to describe people who, while having average or 
above average abilities, exhibited difficulty learning in one of the basic academic areas 
such as readi n g, writing, or mathematics. Since that time considerable research has 
helped us to identify and classify what a learning disability is, how to diagnose this 
problem, and how to help individuals who have a learning disability. 

Research has taught us that : 

♦ Learning disabilities affect about 2-5% of students. 

'Learning disabled students show a marked difference in what they are capable of 
learning and their achievement in certain areas. 

'Learning disabled students do well in College and University programs given the right 
kind of support. 

•There are strategies that can be used to help overcome a learning disability. 

♦While everyone has different leaning styles, learning disabilities are marked areas of 

difficulty.
